LABOR COMPLETES A REVOLUTION 
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HAVING WON THEIR OWN ACCEPTANCE, THE UNIONS ACCEPT THE PROFIT SYSTEM 


The good which men do is not always interred with their 
bones. Philip Murray is dead, but a benevolent revolution 
which he set in motion is now reaching fruition in a manner 
that is good news for every citizen because it is good for the 
country. In essence, Murray's concept was that workers must 
fight for their rights, but that labor and management also 
have more interests in common than reasons for dispute. 
‘That spirit lived on last week in Atlantic City where Murray’s 
successor—thoughtful, handsome David MeDonald—rose to 
address the convention of the United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica, which both men helped found. 

That had been only a short while ago, as time flies—18 
years to be exact. But in that aa span, as McDonald 
remarked, the seed planted by “just 1] of us [meeting] in a 
building in. . . Pittsburgh” had Fronted to 1,250,000 mem- 
bers. More incredible, the solid phalanx of management hos- 
tility had changed to almost universal acceptance not only of 
the necessity but of the desirability of dealing with the union. 
As McDonald put it: “Not only are we recognized by 
dustry but we are accepted in our entire community. 

Such a status requires responsibility and McDonald made 
clear he intends to provide it. Until now, he said, the trade 
union movement has had two main approaches ascribed to 
it: the Marxist or class-warfare approach, and the other sim- 
ply a selfish ['ll-get-mine pie-card approach. Neither is what 
is needed for the corporate democracy that exists in A.D. 
1954. Marx is 65 years in his grave and the capitalism he 
sought to destroy was that of 1848, which is just as dead as 
he is. Equally out of date, McDonald went on, is “the bread- 
and-butter selfish union which says, "We will get all we can 
and the devil take the hindmost. Forget the equities of the 
owners. Forget the equity of management. Grab what we can 
and if necessary put them out of business.” ” 

Then McDonald, speaking like a sober statesman, spelled 
out what the realiti "We are engaged in the 
operation of an economy which is a sort of a mutual trustee- 
ship... The U.S. Steel Corp. has almost as many stockhold- 
ers as it has employes. Those stockholders . . . employ a 
group of managers. . . . Certainly the managers must give full 
consideration to the just claims of the worker: Certainly 
the working force must see to it that the steel properties are 
operated successfully because if they are not. . . they will 
have no jobs. Both . . . have an obligation . . . to the stock- 
holders [i.e., to make profit 


s do require. 


McDonald’s speech is not the only evidence of the rev- 
olution—which itself is being accomplished by the evolution 
of both labor and management into recogniti 
terdependence and interresponsibility. For example, consid- 
er Chrysler. It is no secret that Chrysler's labor relations 
with the United Auto Workers have been consistently bad 
and it is no secret either that one of the principal reasons 
was that Chrysler's management did not really accept the 
union in spirit while accepting it on paper. In recent months 
that has been only a part of Chrysler's troubles; uninspired 
designs and poor sales had in fact confronted it with a 
serious emergency. As a big part of the answer Chrysler 
spent millions perfecting new designs, soon to be revealed, 
which it believes will change the sales picture swiftly. But 
President Lester Lum (‘Tex”) Colbert also did an unprece- 
dented thing. He went personally before 200 of the Chrysler 
union leaders, told them all about the still-secret Chrysler 
designs, told them still more frankly of Chrysler's plight. 


Then he made a man-to-man appeal for help from the union 
in whipping the troubles. Old hands say there is a new 
spirit at Chrysler, a determination to pull together with the 
union. The same spirit worked so well at Studebaker that 
the union even voted to take a pay cut to help the company 
out of a similar hole. Like McDonald's speech, all these 
things are part of the new picture. 


No one can say precisely where it began, Some might date 
it back to 1936 when Philip Murray and his band of 10 
launched their battle to give a voice to workers whose unions 
had always before been broken by the Pinkerton spies and 
the dread coal-and-iron police. Others might say it began in 
1937, when Big Steel broke the united front of management 
to sign the first agreement with Murray’s fledgling union, 


Certainly when unions like the clothing workers’ even raised 
money for distressed employers, it was well under way. And it 
had arrived, by 1952, when Big Steel’s Ben Fairless and Mur- 
ray finally settled that year’s long and costly strike with a 
mutual determination never to let another happen. Fairless 
went over to give a talk to the union’s policy committee in 


Washington’s Mayflower Hotel. He had a confession to make. 
During the strike he had kept away from his old home of 
Massillon, Ohio because his coal miner father still lived 
there and “has been in the United Mine Workers all his life” 
and because his older brother, a member of the Steelworkers, 
had joined the strike. He had often in the past told Murray, 
“There must be some better way to handle this thing than 
slugging it out.” Then Fairless announced that he and Mur- 
ray had agreed to make a trip together, visiting the company’s 
principal plants and talking to all the workers—"T'm going 
to une out what you're thinking about, and you may be in- 
ted in some of my problems.” When he was done the 
n leaders were standing and applauding and Murray, in 
clipped Scot’s brogue, was crying: “This is an unprece- 
dented thing in the history of labor organizations.” 

Death cut Murray down before he could make the tour. 
and McDonald started it together. They 
have visited several plants. They have kept reporters and 
cameramen away so that their work would not seem to be a 
publicity stunt. When the union gave a dinner in honor of 
its new president, Ben Fairless spoke: “Even when I have 
disagreed . . . | have never doubted for a moment that he was 
striving honestly and sincerely to promote the welfare of 
the American people. And when any man battles in that cause 
he commands my wholehearted respect ... the only real 
reason man was put on this earth in the first place was to try 
—in his own way, and as best he could—to improve the lot 
of his fellow men... .” 

This the revolution has achieved. So many quantitative 
changes have taken place for U.S. labor that, as in physics, 
they have brought a change in quality as well. The worker has 
risen to a new level of opportunity, dignity and social status 
(his gains continue; McDonald announced that the latest 
20¢ boost is a $550 million raise for the steelworkers). In 
the American corporate democracy of 1954, no manager in 
his right mind wants to roll back the high wage standard 
which supports the equally high consumption of a prosperous 
economy. Nor do unions, whose growing pension and wel- 
fare funds ($17 billion) are largely invested in corporate 
stocks, wish to destroy the profit system. At a time when 
managers talk like organizers and organizers talk 
agers, both make sense.

unworthy, denunciatory, vulgar, unjustified, inexcusable.’ Recommendation on McCarthy: censure 


IHEN the names of the six senators who 

would serve on the select committee to 
tigate censure charges against Joe Me- 
rthy were made public eight weeks ago, a 
cynic on Capitol Hil popped the cigar out of 
his mouth and observed that it was the w 
est committee he had ever seen in Washing. 
ton. This was by no means a general senti- 
ment, although there were few who did not 
agree that the committee could have been 
more muscular. 

Tt was no et that such stalwarts as 
Georgia's Richard Russell and Walter George 
and Colorado’ 's Eugene Millikin had found 
reasons for declining a request to sit on the 
committee. Since the six who finally con- 
sented to serve had been taken from the sec: 
ond echelon, so the reasoning went, a 
great opportunity—created by the cen- 
sure resolutions proposed and amend- 
ed by Senators Flanders, Fulbright, 
Morse, Smith and Bush—to put Me- 
Carthy in his place would be lost. It 
was freely predicted that McCarthy 
would romp roughshod over this com- 
mittee’s proceedings as he has over all 
such groups before. 

This week the committee headed by 
Arthur Watkins of Utah released its re- 
port and dumbfounded the cynics. The 
65,000 words revealed that the commit- 
tee had skillfully and conscientiously 
reduced the 46 charges against McCar- 
thy to five.

Watkins committee operations came from 
Chairman Watkins himself. He did not hesi- 
tate at the very beginning to silence McCar- 
thy’s attempted interruptions with an unre- 
lenting gavel (Lire, Sept. 13). As McCarthy 
tried time after time his old, hitherto effec- 
tive tactics of wild diversion, Watkins usually 
cut him off with a decorous but devastatingly 
icy “Just a moment, Senator.” 

Still, many continued to pooh-pooh the 
possibility of the committee's emerging with 
anything more than a pussyfooting report. 
They could justify their attitude by citing 
the records of the six senators who comprised 
the committee. 

Certainly little in their senatorial careers 
promised much hope of decisive or dramatic 

action. The political philosophy of 
most of the six is perhaps best summed 
up by Democrat Samuel Ervin of North 
Cardlinay.whomot long ago avowed, “I 
believe in clinging to the tried and true 
landmarks of the past, but I am willing 
to test the soundness of new ideas.” 
Among the “tried and true” these men 
cherish are the dignity and traditions 
of the Senate as a senior legislative 
body made up of elder statesmen. Dan- 
iel Webster said it for them when he 
described the Senate as“... .a hall for 
mutual consultation and discussion; 
not an arena for the exhibition of 
champions.” 

Of the three Republicans—Arthur 
Watkins of Utah, Francis Case of South 
Dakota and Frank Carlson of Kansas 
—only Carlson had become any sort 
of a national figure, mainly because of 
his preconyention backing of Dwight

Eisenhower. But since 1952 he has not been 
notably in the vanguard of those working 
for Eisenhower legislation. Francis Case i: 

known as the “amendingest senator” on the 
Hill. A small bald man with a nasal twang, 
his pockets usually bulge with scraps of 
paper covered with ideas for amendments on 
everything from housing to foreign aid. 

Of the three Democrats—Ervin, John 
Stennis of Mississippi and Edwin Johnson of 
Colorado—the bearlike Johnson is not only 
the most impressive figure of a man but also 
the most impressive as a senator, for about 
him lies the dignity of 17 years’ service and 
of friendship with the powers in his party— 
although his voting record is highly inde- 
pendent. More regular party men but less 
tested are the two Southerners, Ervin and 
Stennis. Ervin’s senatorial pronouncements 
have been pretty much on the order of his 
conclusion about old landmarks and new 
ideas. Stennis has introduced some sense 
and moderation to the post formerly held 
by the late, rant [Theodore Bilbo. 

Here, then, from their parties’ viewpoints, 
were five of the most middle-of-the-road sen- 
ators to be found. The record of the sixth, 
Chairman Arthur V. Watkins of Utah, fol- 
lowed the pattern. But middle-of-the-road 
politically is not necessarily middle-of-the- 
road morally. And as far as both his God 
and the U.S. Senate are concerned, Arthur 
Watkins has some pretty exact moral prin- 
ciples. 

cee Watkins’ eyes glow with pride 
when he talks about his Mormon forebears. 
In 1856 his grandfather, English-born John 
Watkins, joined 600 migrants who pulled 
handearts across the mountains to Utah. He 
accumulated three wives and 32 children 
and became a leading citizen. 

Watkins was born in the village of Mid- 
way, Utah on Dec. 18, 1886, one of a family 
of five boys and four girls. He toddled off to 
Mormon Sunday school before he was 3 and 
was ordained a deacon at 12. At 16 Watkins 
entered Brigham Young University in Provo. 
Between classes and odd jobs he found time 
to make the varsity basketball team. 

At 20 Watkins was told that he had been 
picked for his church's Eastern Mission. 
Mormon missionaries receive no pay and 
must foot all their own bills but Watkins 
accepted the call happily. He was dispatched 
to Newark, where he distributed Mormon 
tracts from door to door and held street 
meetings in which he had to shout over the 
rumble of brewery trucks and the thumping 
of rival Salvation Army bands. 

After finishing two years of mission work, 
Watkins decided to stay in the New York 
area and study law. He talked Harlan Stone, 
then dean of Columbia Law School and later 
Chief Justice of the U.S. Supreme Court, into 
admitting him to Columbia despite his short- 
age of college credits. 

Returning to Utah with his law degree in 
1912, he was greeted with the news that he 
had been nominated as Bull Moose candi- 
date for district attorney. In the subsequent 
campaign he was, in his own words, “a rip- 
snorter,” but a Republican edged him out 
in the election. 

In 1913 Watkins married Andrea Rich, 
the daughter of a Mormon elder, and before 
long, the first of their six children was born. 
After a second snub at the polls Watkins 
opened a law office in Salt Lake. The clients 
were numerous, Watkins’ schedule hec- 
tic. One day in 1919 an ulcer became perfo- 


rated and Watkins almost bled to death, 

Watkins had to give up law and politics 
and subsequently spent eight years farming. 
To this day he is subject to fainting spells 
from fatigue. His political opponents have 
on occasion warned the voters not to elect 
a man “with one foot in the grave.” Wat- 
ins has responded that the foot in question 
was only in “my opponent’s grave.” 

In 1927 Watkins moved his family to 
Orem, a town six miles north of Provo, 
where he bought some fruit groves. Here he 
also opened a law office and in 1928 decided 
to re-enter politics as a Republican. He was 
elected a judge in the same district that had 
twice rejected him as a Bull Mooser. 

Defeated when he ran for re-election after 
one term, Watkins returned to his farms and 
his law office. As a community and church 
leader, he promoted marketing cooperatives 
and cooperative health plans. 

If Watkins’ cooperative activities alarmed 
his more orthodox Republican friends, he 
calmed their fears with bitter and blustering 
abuse of the New Deal. He ran for Cong: 
in 1936 but was badly defeated. 

In 1946 he ran for the U.S. Senate and 
made it, though by a small margin, largely 
because of Democratic overconfidence and 
the postwar restlessness of Utah voters. 


Duty calls Arthur Watkins 


EFORE he became chairman of the 

committee investigating McCarthy, Wat- 
kins could claim no outstanding legislative 
achievements. Most of his efforts were de- 
voted to the fields of reclamation and Indian 
affairs. In the 1952 preconvention maneu- 
vering Watkins was a Taft supporter. After 
the convention Watkins pronounced him- 
elf a solid Eisenhower man. But his Senate 
‘ord of Administration support has hee 
spotty. He backed the Bricker amendment 
and this year he voted against mutual aid, 
although he had approved it in other year: 

When Republican Majority Leader W 
liam Knowland first asked him to serve on 
the Select Committee on the McCarthy 
sure charges, Watkins reminded Knowland 
that his health was not very good and that 
he was working overtime trying to push the 
Colorado River water storage project through 
the Senate. Knowland agreed but insisted 
that it was Watkins’ duty to serve. “Duty” 
clinched it. On that ba Watkins sighed, 
there was no alternative. 

The committee’s first problem was to es 
tablish ground rules that could be enforced 
even on so clusive a principal as Joe McCar- 
thy. With rare and swift unanimity the 
committee members agreed to conduct the 
hearings as quasi-judicial proceedings, with 
the rules of a trial court governing evid 

The hearings had been in session for two 
hours on the first day when Joseph R. Me- 
Carthy first learned the futility oF locking 
horns with Arthur V. Watkins, As McCarthy 
and his lawyer attempted to start a rhubarb 
over the impartiality of Senator Johnson, 
McCarthy seized the microphone and rasped 
the ancient “Mr. Chairman. . . .” “Mr. 
Chairman. . . .”” Watkins leaned forward, 
stared coldly at McCarthy and in a dry, 
clipped voice told him, “The senaior is out 
of order.” McCarthy persisted. Five ti 
Arthur Watkins’ gavel banged down.

And straight down the line they went. At the 
outset they had winnowed the charges down to 
five by combining duplications and eliminating 
some as not pertinent. These are the five: 

1. “Contempt of the Senate or a senatorial com- 
mittee,” referring to McCarthy's defiance of the 
1951-52 Gillette-Hennings subcommittee which 
looked into his finances; 
“Encouragement of U.S. employes to violate 
the law,” referring to McCarthy's asking govern- 
ment personnel to send him security documents; 
“Receipt or use of confidential or classified 
Facamoaie referring to the famous ''2!4 page 
FBI letter” produced by McCarthy during the 
Army hearings; 

“Abuses of colleagues,” referring to his per- 
sonal remarks about Senators Hendrickson, a 
member of the Gillette-Hennings subcommittee, 
and Flanders, who introduced the censure reso- 
lution, and about others; 

5. “Incident relating to Ralph Zwicker,” the Camp 
Kilmer commandant whom McCarthy called an 
“arrogant and evasive” committee witness 
he report makes it clear that the principal con- 
cern of the Watkins committee members was to 
restore dignity to the Senate. The largest single 
section of the document is given over to charge 
number one, concerning the Gillette-Hennings 
subcommittee. That group had repeatedly invited 
McCarthy to appear before it to discuss certain 
charges against him. These included income tax 
evasions, improper handling of campaign funds, 
accepting fees from private corporations illegally. 
McCarthy refused to appear, denounced the com- 
mittee’s work as a “dishonest use” of put 
money and argued that his recent re-election in 
Wisconsin made the investigation academic. 

The Watkins committee disagre Phe Gillette- 


Hennings group was correctly acting on behalf of 


the Senate and McCarthy’s attacks on it were 
“unworthy” and “unjustified.” The final conclu 
sion was that his behavior had been “contemptu- 
ous, contumacious and denunciatory without rea- 
son or justification” of the Senate itself.

The same concern for the rules of the Senate 
and the dignity of senators shows in the commit.

equally “vulgar,” “base” and “improper” but the 
committee saw a distinction. It dismissed the 
charge concerning Flanders on the grounds that 
McCarthy may have had provocation. After all, 
Flanders had referred to McCarthy as a “Dennis 
the Menace” and had compared him to Hitler. 

The case of Hendrickson was different. When 
McCarthy had castigated him, he was not attack- 
ing a political opponent but a member of a Senate 
subcommittee carrying out a function of the Sen- 
ate. The committee included McCarthy’s treat- 
ment of Hendrickson in recommending censure 
under charge one. 

McCarthy's treatment of Brig. General Ralph 
Zwicker as a witness before his committee was the 
second count that earned him a censure recom- 
mendation. Watkins let McCarthy’s lawyer con- 
duct what McCarthy would undoubtedly refer to 
as a “vigorous” cross-examination of the former 
Camp Kilmer commander. If Zwicker were indeed 
arrogant, evasive and irritating, as McCarthy had 
complained, he certainly would have revealed 
some of these unpleasant traits under another 
vigorous cross-examination, Zwicker’s behavior 
instead led to the conclusion that “the conduct of 
Senator McCarthy toward General Zwicker” was 
“reprehensible” and “inexcusable.” 

While the committee found McCarthy uncen- 
surable on the “two and a quarter page FBI let- 
ter,” its tone indicated the finding was arrived at 
reluctantly. In offering to make public the con- 
tents of the report, the committee decided, Me- 
Carthy had made a “grave error” and had mani- 
fested “a high degree of irresponsibility.” In 
mitigation the committee pointed out that MeC 
thy was enduring “stress and strain’ at the time.

PRIVATE WEATHER EYE continueo 


Two of his clients were in the New York area, and on Christmas 
of 1947 Wallace, worried about an innocuous-looking “low” that 
was drifting across the Southern states, insisted on going to his 
office. That night at 8 p.m. he began warning his New York clients 
of a major disturbance. 

So when the big snow of 1947, the heaviest snowfall in New York 
Weather Bureau ‘history, struck the city, the two Wallace clients 
—New York State Department of Public Works and Garden City, 
L.I.’s Department of Public Works, were ready. The Weather Bu- 
reau, after predicting “occasional snow ending this afternoon” for 
Dec. 26, revised its prediction twice and finally at noon predicted 
a total of 15 inches ending at 7:30 that night. (Actually 25.8 inches 
fell and the snow continued, although lightly, until 3:05 a.m, on 
Dec. 27.) Mighty New York City was paralyzed. Alerted little Gar- 
den City, all plows mobilized, kept its major arteries clear. 

Wallace feels that his fledgling Northeast Weather Service would 
never have survived had it not been for the ’47 storm, When word 
got around, his business boomed; one of the new clients was the 
Long Island Rail Road, and today he has more clients around New 
York than around Boston. 

Distance means little in meteorology. One of Wallace’s clients 
is a New Hampshire chicken hatchery, which ships throughout a 
good part of the world and depends on his advice as to when air 
freight shipments of its delicate merchandise can get through 
without delay. For this client Wallace forecasts weather in the 
Caribbean, South America and infrequently Western Europe. For 
another company which does cloud seeding he has forecast from 
his Lexington office the cloud and atmospheric conditions over 
northern Peru. Whenever he signs a distant client he first makes 
a careful study of elevation and contour maps, weather records 
and local weather peculiarities. After that it isa matter of applying 
the CAA reports, which he receives day and night on the base- 
ment office teletype, and his own instincts, 


Easier from a distance 


'AR from adding to their difficulties, most industrial meteorolo- 

gists feel it is easier to predict for a distant point than for one’s 
home area. That is because the capable forecaster predicting for an 
area far away is bound strictly by the logic of the weather pattern. 
But predicting for home he is influenced in spite of himself by what 
he sees out the window, It is easy to predict a dense fog will lift 
from another city by 4 p.m. But if the fog is pressing heavy against 
one’s own window, it is only human to advance its predicted dis- 
appearance to 6 or 8 p.m 

The 50 clients for whom Wallace currently works represent 
a fair cross section of the average private forecaster’s trade: a 
leather company which dries patent leather by sunlight; a con- 
struction company, with hundreds of men to be notified if there is 
no work that day; the New Hampshire Recreation Division which 
needs weather information to schedule winter sports events. 

Not all of Wallace's clients have such serious purposes, how: 
ever. One is a wealthy sportsman who spends most of his time rac- 
ing his sailboat. A few days before an important race he flies his 
private plane up from New York to Lexington for a special weather 
briefing from Wallace. If, as sometimes happens, the race’s rules 
forbid reception of special weather advice after the starting gun, 
he calls Wallace via ship-to-shore telephone just before the race 
for last-minute tips. Once, when atmospheric conditions prevented 
long-range ship-to-shore communication, he had the plane fly up, 
circle Wallace's modest colonial house, get the last-minute briefing 
at close range and then fly back to Long Island Sound, to relay the 
information to him. Other (nonpaying) clients include friends 
who call up for advice on whether to plan a picnic and telephone 
operators who handle Northeast’s long distance calls. Unable to 
understand the predictions which are usually telephoned in nu- 
merical code (p. 88), the operators sometimes shyly call later and 
ask if it will be safe to wear a new spring hat to church tomorrow. 

Wallace is a somewhat studious man whose unruffled exterior 
seldom suggests the tension under which he frequently labors. 
Despite the several assistants he employs, he is tied closely to his 
neat pine-paneled workshop in the basement of his home from 
late fall until early spring, for the snow season is when his respon- 
sibilities are heaviest. He does not venture out for an evening 
movie without first studying the latest map to assure himself noth- 
ing is likely to happen in his areas in the next few hours. He makes 
most of his selling trips in the summer, when the weather is rela- 
tively dependable for a few days at a time. 

Wallace works under the painful knowledge of what a few hours’ 
warning can mean in the way of injury and death. He knows for

Consultants of Altadena) gives ranchers several days’ to a week's 
warning of cold spells or storms that might kill the cattle. State and 
municipal highway departments are mainstays of private meteorol- 
ogy. since advance knowledge of how much snow, sleet and freez- 
ing rain will fall can save them many thousands of dollars. 

An eastern manufacturer of storm wear uses weather knowledge 
to sell more of his goods. He gets flashes from a weather watcher 
whenever snow or rain begins in cities where his customer stores 
are and so is able to get on the long distance phone and sell new 
stocks of galoshes, snow gear and rubbers to merchandise managers 
already softened up by the sudden demand for these i ems. Produce 
dealers and speculators use advance knowledge of weather-induced 
failure or tardiness of rival crops to turn a quick dollar on the 
market. The manager of a Chicago department store took a weather 
service because, among other reasons, he learned that women will 
not buy hats on windy days. Rice’s Bakery, a Baltimore baked- 

oods chain, found that goods were inexplicably left over at the 
end of some days. Since this is a major problem in the baking busi- 
ness, Rice engaged Weather Services Inc., a Boston company, 
and Thomas F. Malone, an associate professor of meteorology at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, to see what could be 
done. They discovered definite relationships between the prevailing 
weather, the sale of sweet goods (it increased in cold weather) and 
location of stores.

been impeded by its own success: its satisfied customers do 
not give it word of mouth advertising. A businessman who has di: 
covered that for a few hundred dollars a month he can obtain a 
thousands-of-dollars monthly advantage over his competitors does 
not like to brag about it. Private meteorology’s results, however, 
still come to li nusual places. Murray and Trettel, a Chi 
partnership whose clients have included the Illinois highwa 
sion, several meat packers and retail stores, also for 
avid amateur photographer who wants to know where to spend each 
weekend for the best outdoor lighting.

meteorologists are general practitioners, taking on any reasonable 
job that comes along, including one-shots, Buta few are specialists. 
One highly successful specialist is Alfred H. Glenn of New Orleans 
who covers the Gulf waterfront from Corpus Christi to Biloxi 


for a clientele consisting almost exclusively of offshore oil 
drillers. Typical of his trade, Glenn is young (33) and a former 
Air Force weather officer. He was hired in 1947 by the Humble Oil 
Company to do wave forecasting along the Gulf, since the height 
of waves affects drilling and transport of submarine oil. Glenn him- 
self was skeptical of his chances. But in April 1948 the Gulf was 
swept by a series of severe line squalls which he had forecast cor- 
rectly: Humble, well battened down in advance, rode them out 
hout loss. Glenn subsequently forecast a hurricane and some 
other storms with such success that he went into business for 
elf. Today he forecasts for some 47 locations and claims that 
his predictions of wave heights are within 18 inches of being exact- 
ly right 90% of the time. His regular clients pay a monthly retaine 
of $650 for around-the-clock warning service against the Gulf 
variegated weather. Humble, still a Glenn client, estimates that 
in working hours alone, he has saved them $25,000 in one year. 

Although a client of industrial meteorology seldom abandons 
the service once he has had it, he is difficult to “sell” on it at first. 
Usually he is defeatist about what can be done about weather. 
Thus, once told that rain is in prospect, many a merchant resigns 
himself to a slow day, unaware that while an all-day rain beginning 
at 7 a.m. may indeed inhibit that day’s business, a rain beginning 
at noon, especially after a fair morning has lured shoppers out, 
can actually be a sales blessing if he knows it is coming since it 
holds customers in his store a captive audience. 

The main objection raised by prospective clients is a blunt one:

But when Edna had blown out, Wallace could look back on a 
highly successful 10 days. He is an industrial meteorologist who 
earns his living by providing very exact and dependable weather 
forecasts to private clients.

Walla clients survived the storms well, When Carol whistled 
over Providence, R.I. and piled a high tide over the downtown are 
the local transit company, which lost 20 buses and trolleys to the 


sea in 1938's hurricane, this time had all its vehicles secured on the 
city’s upper streets. The Public Works Department of Brunswick, 
Maine, squarely in Edna’s path, had five precious hours in which to 
prepare for disaster. Town officials in Port Chester, N.Y. had time 
to secure the municipal floating docks, which thereafter rode out 
the two storms without damage. Even so relatively frivolous an 
operation as Jones Beach’s outdoor theater (Lire, Aug. 2) bene- 
fited by Wallace’s advice: it was well battened down when Edna 
screamed in. It opened for its final performance that same night 
because Wallace had assured the management that by nightfall 
the weather would be clear and mild. It was. 

This was not the first time Wallace's service had paid off hand- 
somely, Last fall his clients in the New York metropolitan area re- 
ceived snow storm warnings four hours before the storm came. 
This was the disastrous “sneak storm” of last Nov. 6-7 which also 
slipped under the Weather Bureau’s guard and destroyed $7.5 
million worth of property whose owners had not been forewarned. 

While such feats may seem remarkable to the layman, they are 
a commonplace to members of Wallace’s profession. Industrial 
meteorology consists of providing private individuals and com- 
panii ith extremely precise weather reports especially adapted to 
their individual needs. It has boomed ever since hundreds of servic 
trained young meteorologists were freed for civilian work at the 
end of World War II. Today there are at least a dozen private 
meteorological firms operating, and, counting airline weather 
men, academic consultants and corporation staff meteorologists, 
possibly 800 men in all make a living by supplying weather infor- 
mation to a wide variety of clients. 

In Los Angeles, where it is the practice to wrap newspapers in 
waxed paper on wet days, the distributors of the Los Angeles Times 
subscribe to a weather service that warns them in advance whether 
to wrap or not to wrap.

PRIVATE WEATHER EYE 


The hurricane season tests—and proves—the performance of a new pin-point forecasting profession 
by HERBERT BREAN 


HEN Carol, the first of two hurricanes to smash and bluster 
cross the northeastern U.S., in recent weeks arrived in New 
England, the suddenness and power with which she struck was a ter- 
rible surprise to the thousands of people in her path. But to one 
of them, John Wallace, a 40-year-old resident of Lexington, Mass., 
Carol was an anticlimax. Five days before she struck, Wallace had 
charted her position carefully on a weather map he drew in the base- 
ment of his home.

One fine day in March, when the reservoirs were 
comfortably full for irrigation purposes during the approaching 
h dry summer season, Bollay forecast a torrential rainstorm. Under 
the circumstances logic dictated opening the sluices and letting 
millions of gallons of water flow into the ground for natural, but 
less effective, storage. 

As a result some sluice gates were opened too far and a railroad 
trestle was damaged. The populace, eving the cloudless blue sky 
and the loss of so much precious water, began to mutter ominous- 
ly. Bollay tossed wide-eyed in bed that night, wondering whether 
he should hang himself at once or wait for a lynch mob to do it. 
Next day it rained—torrentially, just as he had predicted, and the 
Los Angeles area was ultimately richer in water than ever.

ITHIN 24 hours after my release from 

the Federal Correctional Institution at 
Danbury, Conn. I managed to have smug- 
gled out of that well-guarded institution the 
notes I had secretly kept during the nine 
months of my prison term, Written in a mi- 
nute hand on both sides of 42 tiny sheets of 
thin paper, they were always easy to conceal 
from spying eyes. The real problem was how 
to get them past the guards upon my final 
release, In this I was aided by a prison offi- 
cial who wanted the American people to 
know my story—a story that I know will be

denied by prison officials who will declare 
that the rules prescribe certain minimum 
standards for the treatment of prisoners and 
specifically prohibit cruel or harassing be- 
havior on the part of prison guards, But I 
know what I saw and experienced and I know 
that prison officials frequently do not—and 
cannot—know what really goes on in the in- 
stitutions they preside over. 

I have to say at the beginning that my 
prison experiences had some special angle: 
For example, there was the day the acting 
prison physician delicately poised a needle 
over my bare arm. I thought I saw malice in 
his smile, and I had reason for my suspi- 
cion. He was an inmate like me but he had 
rio occasion to feel a comradely sympathy. 
Thad helped to put him behind bars. 

Downstairs in the parole office the chief 
typist was working on my progress report, 
an all-important document which would de- 
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by J. PARNELL THOMAS 


termine the length of my prison term. He 
also was a convict because of me. I had been 
the chief witness against him. I hoped he 
would not remember too vividly certain 
harsh phrases I had once used concerning 
him, Elsewhere in the prison was another 
man serving time because of my activities 
a member and chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, and still 
another who had fallen foul of my predeces- 
sor as chairman. 

I came away from prison in September 
1950 with the thought that every judge, 
every prosecuting attorney and every mem- 
ber of Congress ought to spend a brief stay 
in jail for the good of his soul. But I would 
temper this recommendation with a bit of 
advice: it is preferable not to serve time with 
men who owe their loss of freedom to your 
actions as a public official. 

Not that anything untoward happened. 
Dr. Jacob Auslander, a Communist-front di- 
rector who went to jail for contempt of the 
committee over which I presided, jabbed me 
deftly with the needle. I read into his scowl 
a desire to repeat the operation on other por- 
tions of my anatomy, but perhaps my imag. 
ination fooled me. 

Ring Lardner Jr., the Hollywood film writ- 
er, chief typist in the prison parole office, 
never permitted his natural ire against me to 
affect his clerical work so far as I know. He 
too was in prison because of contempt of the 
Un-American / ities Committee and, of 
course, of its chairman. 

Lester Cole was the other member of the 
“Hollywood Ten” in Danbury. All of them 
went to prison because of defiance in 1947 of 
our committee's inquiry into Communism 
in the motion picture industry. Carl A. Mar- 
zani, an ex-government employe sentenced 
for perpetrating a fraud upon the govern- 
ment in concealing his Communist party af- 
filiations, was first named as a Red by the 
committee under the chairmanship of Mar- 
tin Dies. 
Zole never bothered me. Marzani was bit- 
ter and quarrelsome and we had clashes. 
Though none of the four translated his wrath 
against me into physical violence, I still al- 
ways felt a certain uneasiness. 

On election night in 1948 I thought my- 
self at the peak of my political career. I was 
re-elected to a seventh consecutive two-year 
term in Congress after two years as the head 
of the most publicized congressional inves 
tigation committee in Capitol Hill history. 
Yet my political ruination was as swift and 
spectacular as my climb to success had been 
long and laborious. I was indicted within a 
week of the announcement of the election 
results. 

On Noy. 30, 1949 I pleaded nolo conten- 
dere to the charge of payroll padding which 
the government had placed against me. Some

of my friends had urged me to base my en- 
tire defense on the point that the practice 
of which I was accused had been a common 
custom in Congress. I rejected the sugges- 
tion without hesitation. | was a sick man. 
I almost literally had no stomach for a spec- 
tacular trial. The doctors had removed two 
thirds of that organ in various operations. 

So, early in the third day of the trial, I 
decided upon the plea which meant, in ef- 
fect, throwing myself upon the mercy of the 
judge. The subsequent sentence of 6 to 18 
months was no surprise, but the $10,000 
fine was a rude shock. One ex-congressman 
who preceded me to jail, Andrew May of Ken- 
tucky, received no fine for an offense involy- 
ing a far greater amount than the paltry sum 
alleged in my case. And ex-Congressman 
Jim Curley of Massachusetts was fined only 
$1,000 when he was jailed for mail fraud. 

I suppose I should have been flattered at 
the manner in which I was escorted to pris- 
on. A high-ranking public enemy never got 
a heavier guard than I did as I was hustled 
from the courthouse to Union Station in 
Washington. Two armed deputy marshals 
and a police escort huddled around me, 
watching presumably for an attempted es- 
cape by the desperado. (It seems unfortu- 
nate that the same precautions were not 
extended more recently to prevent the es- 
cape of high Communist leaders WH lightly 
skipped their bonds when about to be im- 
prisoned for conspiracy to overthrow the 
government by force and violence.) 

Reporters and cameramen were waiting 
at Danbury prison’s front gate, but I was 
smuggled in through a rear entrance where 
produce and freight are delivered. I passed 
through two sets of iron gates, 20 feet high 
and spiked at the top, and I got my first 
glimpse of the place which was to be my 
home for the next nine months. 


Brutality, indecency—and kindness 


ANBURY is touted as one of the federal 
penal system’s finest and most modern 
institutions. It seemed squalid and filthy to 
me and I shudder at the thought of what 
some of the older prisons must be like. Yet 
I think in future years I may regard my nine 
months in prison as Inmate No. 7543 as the 
most instructive period of my life. I learned 
some lessons and I lost 36 pounds. I grew 
accustomed to prison fare. I wore battered 
clothes and worked 12 hours a day, seven 
days a week, on a poultry farm, I saw the bru- 
and indecency inherent in the forced 
confinement of a large male group and I also 
saw kindness and good nature crop up in 
unexpected places. 
At the very beginning I was stripped 
and showered and subjected to a delousing 
treatment. “Just routine,” I was cheerily

informed. Then I was handed some bedraggled old clothes, frayed 
at the sleeves, and a pair of shoes which, believe it or not, were 
not mates. I rated a hat and overcoat but the receiving room was 
bare of these articles. The remedy was simple. A too trusting in- 
mate had left his hat and coat lying on the floor in the dining hall. 
They were picked up and thrown at me. I never found out who 
had owned them or how he made up his deficiency 

I seemed fated to be the subject of controversy in prison from 
the start. Becaus y recent illness I remained in a hospital 
room during the first days of my stay. It was the room which had 
been occupied by Jim Curley during his sojourn. 

The rumor quickly spread in “population,” a term given to the 
main body of inmates, that I was enjoying special privileges, that I 
had a radio, television, private telephone and occasionally joined 
the warden at mealtime. There was absolutely no truth to this re- 
port but it led to my early exit from the hospital. I was soon hus- 
tled out, given a cell in a block with 50 other inmates. Each man 
had an iron cot, a small iron table and a chair. 

I was assigned to work in the poultry house on the prison farm. 
Thad upward of 5,000 chickens to look after. With the exception 
of one man, I worked longer hours than any other inmate in the 
prison. My shift was from 7:20 a.m. to 7:20 p.m., but on many 
nights I worked on the farm as late as 11 p.m. 

I remember how I bumped into Lardner and Cole in the front 
office. I recalled vividly their committee appearances when they 
hedged and evaded as they refused to answer the question: “Are 
you or have you ever been a Communist?” Later | had been the 
chief government witness against them in their trial for contempt 

ngress. I was startled. I endeavored to cover my dismay. 
; ” T murmured with a feeble grin. 

Both smiled with a satisfaction that I could not deny was justi- 
fied from their viewpoint. Under the eye of a prison guard they 
said nothing, But I sensed their glee. What happier moment could 
arrive for a prisoner than when he is joined in prison garb by the 
man responsible for his imprisonment? 

I met Marzani in an unusual manner. There was in the prison a 
“forum” for discussion of problems of the day, in and out of pris- 
on. An inspired official suggested that I debate with Marzani and 
Douglas Chandler, serving a life sentence for treason as a broad- 
caster for Hitler. The subject, of course, was to be Communism. 
The idea seemed to be to pit a Commut a Nazi and a notorious 
baiter of both breeds against each other. en I pondered the im- 
plications of such a verbal controversy before an audience of felons, 
I was appalled at the mind that could conceive it. It was certain to 
create bad feeling and possibly a riot. It could have no possible edu- 
cational value for the listeners. I declined with thanks. 

Later on I did have an informal debate with Marzani. One day, 
when I had been in prison for two months, I joined a group of 
some 20 inmates waiting in a cell block anteroom for the whistle 
which summoned us to the mess hall. A Puerto Rican dope ped- 
dler, a pal of Marzani, had evidently been coached to needle me. 
“Everybody in the government ought to be killed,” he declared. 

“If you include everyone who has been in the government,” I 
remarked, “that would include both your friend Marzani and me.’ 

Marzani exploded. He went off on a passionate defense of Commu- 
nism which might have opened the eyes of some liberals who talk 
about the “persecuted victims” of congressional investigations. 

“Communists are rats,” I told Marzani. “They are all conspira- 
tors bent on destroying the government.” 
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“The government is no good!” he shouted and started to come 
at me with arms waving. Fortunately he was stopped. 

The emotions aroused by this short and impromptu excha 
before a limited audience made me feel I had been wise in reft 
to be drawn into a public debate before hundreds. 

Communism was a hot topic among the inmates. The majorit 
were stoutly anti-Communist ntroversy between the hostile 
camps frequently threatened to break out into violence. Cole, Lard- 
ner, Marzani, Dr. Auslander and a couple of Belgian diamond smug- 

formed a special clique in prison. They were the nucleus of the 
left-wing group. On one occasion some hot-headed member of the 
anti-Communist bloe set fire to Dr. Auslander’s bed. I will never 
forget how he raced down the stairs, shouting for a guard in his 
heavy. Austrian accent and yelling, “My bed is on fire at both ends!”

“It’s unfavorable to Roosevelt,” was the unblushing reply. 

I finally secured approval for a copy of the book to be sent 
to me from home. After reading it I demanded that it be put 
in circulation. Permission was reluctantly given and the book 
proved very popular. 

What I learned at Danbury, supposedly one of the best “cor- 
rectional” institutions in the convinced me that even the 
best: prisons we have are breeding places of crime. I found no 
attempt being made at Danbury to rehabilitate young, first-time 
offenders; instead they were allowed to receive instruction in crime 
from the old and hardened criminals with whom they were quar- 
tered.

Inmates conducted 
the tests and the results were duly compiled, but no attention was 
ever paid to the findings. Prisoners came in so fast that the work 
was parceled out in the most haphazard fashion. 

The education program had its ludicrous features. 
convicted of spreading treasonable propaganda from a Germs 
radio station during World War II, was put in charge of teaching 
foreign languages. His rabid anti-Semitism caused the great majc 
ity to shun his classes. 

was a class in typewriting, but all the machines were 
broken-down antiques. A class in music soon folded. The instruc- 
tor in art had no previous experience in art or instructing. The 
supreme example of foolishness was a class in psychology con- 
ducted by a guard. He had only six pupils, who soon deserted him. 

A prison inmate soon learns that he is at the mercy of young 
members of the custodial force who seem disgruntled with life in 
general. I was surprised at the lack of discipline in the institution | 
and astonished not only that guards heckled inmates but that in- 
mates responded in similar fashion without penalty. 

The behavior of some guards resembled that of rowdy school- 
boys. Passing back and forth from the prison proper to the poultry 
house, I had my own unnerving experiences with them. Once I | 
was carrying a chicken when I was stopped and questioned by 
a guard. I explained that the hen was sick and I was going to 
slit its throat. 

Putting his submachine gun to his shoulder, the guard pointed _| 
the weapon at me and shouted, “T'll kill it for you!” 

“Don’t point that gun at me,” I yelped. | 

“If I pointed it at you, I would iil you,” was the guard’s witty 
rejoinder. We argued for a while and he curtly told me to go on 
my way, remarking that I couldn't take a joke. I reported this in- 
cident to the lieutenant on duty, who merely sighed and said, | 
“You can’t teach some guards to sweep out the corners. 

One morning a guard reprimanded me for not making my bed to 
his complete satisfaction. The resultant delay caused me to be 
late in reaching the farm and I reported the reason for my tardiness 
toa farm guard. When I returned to my cell at noon, the first guard 
met me and belligerently declared that I was a “poor sport” for 
explaining why I was late. 

“That big head of yours will have to come off before you get out | 
of here,” he warned. “You'll get solitary confinement if you don’t 
look out. 

I told him to get out of my cell. Guards had no right to threaten 
prisoners, I informed him. The prison captain later listened to 
versions of the incident from the guard and from me. I heard his | 
resigned statement: “It’s hard to get good guards these days.”

Each inmate was permitted to purchase $10 worth of smokes, 
candy, fruit, soap, shaving cream and the like at the commissary 
each month. Many inmates whose families could not give them the 
necessary $10 resorted to petty thievery to get these essentials. 
I contend that many men who were not thieves when they en- 
tered Danbury learned the trade there. This could have been 
eliminated at small cost if men who were able to prove their 
poverty had been allotted $5 credit at the commissary. 

There was no such thing as efficiency in the prison. I made a 
study of a maple syrup project. After figuring the cost of truck 
wear, gasoline, cans and other equipment and processing, but not 
labor, [ calculated that a gallon of maple syrup cost the institu- 
tion $50. Farm equipment, most of it war surplus, was old and 
broken down. During some of the coldest nights power failed 
snvihe’ poultry beobder house and baby Ghicke died Many--pigs 
and calves died needlessly. Chickens, eggs, mash, sugar, potatoes, 
farm produce and greenhouse plants had a way of disappearing.

“You should have done better than this for us,” he remarked, 

One of the most deplorable conditions at Danbury was the med- 
ical facilities. Inmates were treated in a domineering and super- 
ious manner and were regarded as hypochondriacs or deadbeats. 
There was, of course, considerable malingering but I also saw 
many pitiful cases of genuine medical need. 

I saw one man, suffering from abdominal disorders, practically 
wither away before his family was able to interest a senator or a 
congressman in his plight. He was an emaciated wreck when finally 
released. Another inmate, a farm hand suspected of having a bro- 
ken back, had to wait in agony for three hours before a physician 
could be summoned from the city of Danbury. This was during one 
of the many times when there wasn’t adequate medical coverage. 

Mental patients were placed in solitary confinement without 
treatment. They had neither clothing nor bedding, only a mattress 
to lie on. Reading matter and cigarets were forbidden. There was 
no latrine. The prison physician, when present, would look at the 
patients once a day through a six-inch glass window. 

‘The prison doctor sometimes seemed to be very concerned about 
the condition of his hospital. He once told me that he would wel- 
come a congressional investigation if it would remedy the shortages 
in medical equipment and supplies. The X-ray machines did not 
work. Common medicines were unavailable for months at a time. 

You could buy medicines, unofficially of course, on a standard 


barter scale: one cigar for 10 aspirin tablets, for example. Narcotics 
could easily be obtained from the drug department for bart 


The visiting system at Danbury also permitted drug smuggling. 
Visitors were permitted to sit in chairs next to the inmates with no 
dividing table or barrier to bar the exchange of small packages. A 
bored guard made no attempt to prevent such practices, A number 
of inmates, sentenced for dope peddling, boasted of their methods 
and of the rich profits to be made. Young prisoners listened avidly. 
Tam convinced that many youthful dope peddlers learn their trade 
in prison. 

The petty harassment prisoners are subjected to can be illus- 
trated by an experience of my own. 

In December I sent a Christmas card to my 2-year-old grand- 
daughter. It was returned with a notation, “Privilege denied.” 
inquired and was informed that the little girl was not on the ap- 
proved mailing list. Permission to substitute her name temporarily 

was denied because mai ing list changes would add to the labor of 
an already overburdened staff. 

A sore problem at Danbury involved the military prisoners. 
Their crimes, committed during wartime and judged in military 
tribunals, got them much more severe prison sentences than those 
meted out in civil courts for similar offenses. I came to know 
many of these boys. Most of them had just one desire: to get back 
into the armed forces. They were a tough lot who could be tough

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fighters. Why could they not have been released to fight in Korea? 
On the basis of my experience as an infantry officer in World War 
I, I could not imagine better fighters to lead. 

As the months passed I began to wonder how much of my sen- 
tence of 6 to 18 months I would have to serve. Former Congress- 
man Jim Curley, a Democrat, had had his sentence of similar 
length commuted by the President in five months. I realized it 
might be a futile gesture, but I decided to petition the President 
for the same commutation. The petition recited my previous good 
record, the hardships placed upon my wife and family by my im- 
prisonment, my war record, my failing health, my excellent prison 
record. I never even received an acknowledgment. 

On June 9, 1950, having served one third of my term, I became 
eligible for parole. No one could have been more naive than I in 
my confidence of early parole. I had fulfilled all the conditions. 
No one could possibly charge that my release would be a menace 
to society. Prompt paroles were being issued all the time to hard- 
ened offenders. 

On June 13 and 14 about 95 of us appeared before Dr. George 
G. Killinger, then chairman of the Federal Board of Parole, who 
enjoys a high reputation in penal affairs. He was pleasant and dis- 
arming. He asked me about my health and my work in the poultry 
house but seemed worried about the ‘ “publicity” that would at- 
tend my release. I told him that if I were to be paroled I would 
undoubtedly be met at the gate by the press but that I couldn’t 
help that. 

Prison officials told me I could be sure of a favorable verdict. 
I was an “excellent parole risk,” they said, meaning that I was 
not likely to turn to a life of crime. Two weeks later the first 
parole notices were published. Richard H. Crowe, who had stolen 
nearly a million dollars from a Federal reserve member bank, was 
among those who received good news. Counterfeiters, smugglers, 
income-tax black-market operators, dope peddlers, 
bad-check passers and hijackers were also released upon so- 
ciety.

y Noses spread through the prison “underground” that I 


would be released July 4. It proved false. As time passed, only 
three of the 95 inmates who had gone before Dr. Killinger on June 13 
and 14 remained in prison. There was heavy betting in the prison on 
whether I would make it. One guard advised me to “turn Demo- 
crat.” Certain inmates told me the price of a parole ranged be- 
tween $500 and $2,000. I said I would rather remain in prison 
than subject myself to such a repugnant deal.

He 
handed me a teletype message from Washington advising me that 
he Federal Parole Board had denied my application for parole, Lam 
afraid [ said some harsh words to the prison authorities that day, 
entually, new parole papers were made up for me.

Perhaps a persecution complex was building up in me, 
but I determined to take no chani At my insistence Dr. Aus- 
lander was relieved of the responsibility for making a report on 
the blood composition of a witch-hunter. 

Young Lardner was still chief typist in the parole office. I there- 
fore asked that my progress report be typed in some other office. I 
was afraid he might be able to slip some changes into it but most 
of all I feared he might tip off the press and stir up action against 
me. The warden seemed to consider my suspicions foolish but he 
took the report out of Lardner’s hands. 

(I should admit here that maybe my suspicions were foolish. 
During the period when the question of my parole was a main 
prison topic, Cole sidled up to me on the farm one day and mut- 
tered, “I hope you get your parole, Thomas, because if you don’t 
get one we certainly never will.”) 

I was candling eggs in the hen house on Sept. 8, 1950 when an 
officer brought me a summons to appear in the associate warden’s 
office. I came in to hear the news | had almost despaired of hear- 
ing.

On Sunday morning, Sept. 10, exactly nine months and one 
day after I had entered the prison, I put on the civilian clothes 
which had been stored away the previous December. My thin neck 
emerged scrawnily from a size 17 collar. My suit hung on me in 
folds. Mrs. Thomas and my son Stiles were waiting in a car and we 
drove through the prison gates to the highway. 

I had had a long time to mull over penitentiary life. My nine 
months had convinced me that our penal and parole system is 
complex, antiquated and useless in curbing crime in America. The 
parole system is archaic and invites graft. Personalities and influ- 
ence play too great a part in it. I may never again have the right to 


introduce, debate or vote for laws governing the people but I 
would urge Congress to make a thorough investigation of the pris- 


ons of the U. 
A federal criminal education board should be created to study 
‘on problem. There should be a national legal aid society 
se and aid prison inmates. I knew prisoners at Danbury 
who would have been released if they had been able to secure 
legal assistance. 

“Prison wardens should be given authority to reduce sentences 
for good conduct if they believe the prospects of rehabilitation are 
good. The wardens are in a better position to study an inmate's 
progress than a board sitting in Washington. 

The Bureau of Prisons should be divorced from the Justice De- 
partment because the prosecuting branch of the government 
should not have the power to decide the futures of sentenced men 
and because under its present administrative setup the bureau 
has failed miserably in rehabilitating released prisoners. 

Segregation should be ended in federal prisons in fact as it is 
outlawed in principle, At Danbury, Negroes, with few exceptions, 


were segregated in both the dormitories and mess hall. Jews were
